"drive-in" service, and so on. 


They admit that lines are.some' 


times long, and that some banks 
are occasionally jammed with cus- 
tomers. But they make comments 
like this: 


"Can't avoid rush hours. A peak 
is a peak." 


"The delays arc largely caused 


by the cashing of payroll checks. 
More companies pay by check than 
formerly."

One curtailment of 
service by 


the banks (or most of them) has 
been the elimination of 
Saturday 


hours. 


But the bankers say 
that 
the 


trend has been to lengthen : week- 
day hours in place of Saturdays, 
arid that many banks now -stay 
open one night a week. 


Not all banks have gone to a 


five-day week, 
and some don't 


want to. For example, many banks 
in farm 
regions prefer to 
stay 


open 
Saturdays. 
But in many 


states thc bankers' 
associations 


have worked for new laws permit- 
ting banks to close on Saturdays. 
Why have they done this? 
.... 


The American Bankers associa- 


tion says it's because banks, find 
it impossible to get the kind pf em- 
ployes they want, unless they give 
thenv a five-day week the 
same 


as most industries. 


Why not hire enough people for 


rotating shifts? One leading bank- 
er replies that this is impractical 
because of "operating difficulties." 


Incidentally, b an k s have not 


been curtailing their total employ- 
ment. The bureau of labor stasis 
tics says that the number 
of,.cm< 


ploycs of banks and trust com 
panics has risen from 384,000'.to 
433,000 in the last three years. 


There is a man in congress, Rep. 


Fred Crawford (R-Mich), who . is 
himself a bank director but who 
frequently criticizes banks for their 
early-afternoon closing time. 


Rep. Crawford says he has con- 


tinually defended : the private ^en- 
terprise system with a 16-year Dot- 
ing record — "But I insist that 
private enterprise always keep the 
model of service to the customer." 


."My position," he says, "is thai 


banks as.'commercial institution! 
arc obligated to keep their 
doors 


open during business hours instead 
of following the theory that they 
can open any time and close any 
time they; please, 'thus causing peo- 
ple to jam into the lobbies and 
wait for service, like g r o c e r y 
stores." 
, 


To such proposals, the usual re 


ply is: 


"Where are you going to get the 


personnel to do that?" 


A rather high government 
offi 


cial, whose job is closely related 
to the nation's 
banking system, 


outlines the whole situation this 
way: 


"Banks have i n c r c a scd their 


services measurably. But the de- 
mand for services has 
increased 


even more, for more people 
arc 


dealing with banks than ever be 
fore. As a result, there 
are 
in- 


stances where the business has 
outgrown its quarters. On the oth- 
er hand, many new bank buildings 
have been built 
and 
are 
being 


built. 


"It is completely erroneous to 


say that banks have curtailed their 
hours to cut costs. I don't know of 
a 
single 
instance 
of curtailing 


hours except to keep their 
em- 
ployes." 


Among the 
added 
costs 
are 


somewhat higher salaries for bank 
employes. As to this, the bureau 
ot labor statistics reports that in 
the period from January 1047 to 
August 1950, the average weekly 
earnings of non-supervisory 
em- 


ployes of banks and trust 
com* 


panics rose from $38.84 to $46.37.

weekly earnings of factory produc-
